The major differences between 01 and the invention of claim 1 are to determine the 
backoff domains according to the priority order of the ranging operation and to select 
backoff domains according to the priority order of the performed ranging operations. 
However, these differeces are disclosed in D2 which describes a method for support 
priority in a wireless LAN. In 02, a random backoff time is divided into two 
parts(corresponding to "backoff domain according to the priority order" in claim 1); 
the high priority station uses one part and the low priority station uses the other 
part(D2, page 99 right hand, lines 7-26). 

Although neither of 01 and 02 does not individually disclose all features of claim 1 
rt. is obvious, to a skilled person in a telecommunicat ion. system to derive the subject 
matter ; of. claim 1 ,by combing. 01 arid- 02.; Therefore, -claim,. 1 and. the corresponding. 
. apparatus claim. 43 are: considered to lack an i riven Uvq step^"' 

Cla.Hn 6 explains the same subject matter of claim 1 from a viewpoint of a BS. 
Therefore, claim 6 and the corresponding apparatus claim 47 are considered to lack an 
inventive step, either.
